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The P res deucy. 
W ash in g to n , May 22d.—The action of the 
Illinois and Alabama Conventions, in adding 
til vote - to the Ora tit column, has created 
among Washington politicians what is com­ 
monly described as the “ bulge” for the ex­ 
President, and the fact that this feeling has 
set in during the week immediately preced­ 
ing the meeting of the National Convention 
is conceded to be decidedly advantageous to 
Grant. It is apparent that a great many 
Congressmen who ten days ago did not think 
that Grant could have been nominated have 
since the action of the Illinois Convention 
reconsidered their conclusions, and freely ad­ 
mit that it will require a combination of very 
unexpected circumstances to defeat him. 
The most prominent friends of the candida­ 
cies of Blaine and Sherman do not, however, 
despair of still achieving success for their re­ 
spective candidates. Sherman’s friends stoutly 
deny the rumor that he is now desirous of 
obtaining the second place on the Grant ticket. 
The Democratic members of Congress from 
New Jersey unite in denying the claim that 
Tildeu has received the whole of the New 
Jersey delegates. They claim that the dele­ 
gation stands as follows: For Bayard 8, 
Kandolph 4, ex-Governor Parker 3, Tilden 1, 
Jewett 1, and 1 doubtful. Although the 
National Greenback Convention is to be held 
in Chicago on the 9th of June, there is hut 
little interest attached to it. It is said that 
if General Grant is nominated General Butler 
will support him. In view of this report, 
Butler’s nomination by the Greenbackers, 
w hich at one time was in serious contempla­ 
tion, no longer appears probable. 
TWO “ POLITICAL BUKGLAKS,” 
C hicago, May 22d.—The following card, 
dated Springfield, May 21st, from Hon. 
Charles B. Farwell, will he published to-mor­ 
row: 
To the Republicans of Illinois : By the personal 
and de-perate exertions of Senator Logan, of the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue and his Collec­ 
tors, and by the disgraceful interference of national 
officers, in the primaries of comity Conventions, 
General Grant lias apparently carried Illinois by the 
contemptible majority of 38, with Cook county un­ 
represented. if the whole 92 delegates of Cook 
county had been admitted, the vote would have been 
64 againBt Grant. If the 50 uncontested delegates 
from Cook county had been allowed to vote, there 
would have been 18 majority against Grant. The 
Convention was packed from its organization. The 
Chairman was ordered to recognize only certain per­ 
sons. The debate was cut off and parliamentary 
law neglected or overruled as the exigencies required 
What is so me iger a majority in his own State worth 
to General Grant? The anti-Grant districts have 
appointed delegates, and will present them at Chi­ 
cago. Logan and Garcelon stand as the p liitical 
burglars of the time, and Logan's crime against lib­ 
erty will, in the end, bring him no more spoil than 
was won by Garcelon. 
TBOL'BLE IN PENNSYLVANIA, 
P h ila d e lp h ia , May 22J.—A committee of 
the Democratic State Convention today 
heard representatives of the rival city com­ 
mittees, and invites them to appoint commit­ 
tees to meet on the 8th of July next and 
confer as to the best plan of adjusting their 
differences. 
Tlie B ich es o f C alifornia. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , May 22d.—A sub-commit­ 
tee of the Committee on Coinage, Weights 
and Measures, visited the Philadelphia Mint 
yesterday, and, at a collation subsequently 
given by the Board of Trade, Horace Davis 
of California spoke as follows : “ When all 
the rest of the country was forced to paper 
currency California adhered to her currency 
of coin. Gold and silver flowed there from 
all the States. People there at that time in­ 
terested themselves in examining the coins 
that came from other places, and they found 
C stamped upon one, a D upon another, and 
an O upon still another. These they recog­ 
nized as coming from the mints at Charlotte, 
Dahlonega and New Orleans. But there was 
always a large number which bore no letters. 
These were from the eldest of the sisterhood 
of mints, and they needed no distinguishing 
mark, just as the eldest daughter of the fam­ 
ily is Miss Smith, and not Miss Charlotte. It 
turns out, however, that one of the junior sis­ 
ters—she at Sau Francisco—has a much 
larger and finer establishment than the eld­ 
est sister has ; and 1 am in favor of placing 
the latter upon at least as high a level as the 
more favortd daughter on the Pacific.” 
Returning to the comparison between the 
mineral wealth and agricultural wealth of 
California, Davis said the wheat crop alone 
of that State, leaving out barley, oats and all 
other products of the farm, is now greater in 
value than the production of the precious 
metals. This is the second stage of Califor­ 
nia’s progress, and she has entered upon the 
third, that of manufactures, iii which, as he 
believed, the State had capabilities far sur­ 
passing both the others combined; and this 
has led Californians to reconsider their views 
upon the subject of protection, and it may be 
set down with reasonable certainty that the 
Californian voice will hereafter be in favor of 
a policy of protection. As Davis proceeded 
with his remarks, and especially at the con­ 
clusion, he was greeted with frequent demon­ 
strations of applause. 
G lut o f S ilver In th e Treasury at New 
York—T h a u lu - Personal. 
W ash in g to n , May 22d—Secretary Sher­ 
man sent to the House to-day a letter from 
the Asaistant Treasurer at New York, say­ 
ing that the additional amount of silver he 
can receive will not exceed 810,000,000. mak­ 
ing, with what he now has on hand, 828,000,­ 
000. The silver now in the vaults of the 
Treasury there weighs 500 tons. 
The British Minister here, under tele­ 
graphic orders, has conveyed to the Govern­ 
ment of the United States the sincere and 
cordial thanks of Her Majesty’s Government 
for its generous and friendly conduct in hav­ 
ing dispatched the United States ship Con­ 
stellation, loaded with provisions, which 
were so much needed for the relief of her dis­ 
tressed subjects in Ireland, and which, be­ 
sides being a substantial aid to them, has 
been accepted by Her Majesty’s subjects as 
proof of the friendly feelings entertained 
toward them by the Government and citizens 
of the United States. 
The Senate has confirmed N. G. Ordway, 
of New Hampshire, as Governor of Dakota 
Territory, and James L. Dryden, of Illinois, 
for Uiiited States Attorney for Montana. 
The President has sent to the Senate the 
nomination of Jonathan L. Biggs, agent for 
the Indians on Colorado river, Arizona. 
Speaker Randall left this afternoon for 
Germantown, Penn., where his mother, over 
80 years of age, is dying. 
The O m aha Strike. 
Omaha (Neb.), May 22d.—The strike con­ 
tinues at the smelting works. Nearly all the 
imported colored men left for their homes in 
Kansas and Missouri this afternoon. Gov­ 
ernor Vance addressed the strikers this after­ 
noon, and listened to their statements. He 
told them that while no one could prevent 
their striking, they had no right to stop other 
men from working. They will meet again on 
Sunday morning to talk over the situation 
among themselves. Two companies of regu­ 
lars aud four companies of militia are under 
arms in the city, and prepared for any emer­ 
gency, although no serious trouble is now an­ 
ticipated. The workingmen, who have been 
very orderly and sober," feel incensed at the 
action of the authorities in calling oat the mil­ 
itary. 
Flood In G eorgia-F atal B ailroad A cci­ 
dent. 
Columbus (Ga.), May 22d.—From Friday 
at 5 a. m. to Saturday at 5 A. M. 9 92.100 
inches of rain fell in this locality, 8 50 100 
inches failing in ten hours. All the railroads 
are broken up, no trains haring arrived or 
departed to-dav. The through freight and 
accommodation train from Macon to Mont­ 
gomery last night ran into Schaiulga creek, 
on the Southwestern road, niae miles east of 


this city. The engineer, John T. Wade, the 
fireman, Joe Schaefer, and two wood-passers, 
Charles Taylor and Joseph T. Brown, weie 
killed. All are white men, and from Macon. 
The engine and eleven cars were wrecked. 
The Girard creek bridge is washed away, and 
the lowlands are submerged. All the crops 
are seriously damaged, and cotton will be 
replanted. The river ruse fifteen feet in two 
hours. 
The E lectoral Count. 
W ash in g to n , May 22d.—In the Senate 
to-day an interesting discussion took place 
over Senator Morgan’s proposed joint rule 
for counting the electoral vote, introduced 
for the purpose of prescribing the mode of 
canvassing the vote on the next Presidential 
election, anil taking the matter out of the 
bauds of the Vice-President. In the debate 
Senator Morgan argued for harmony. Let 
the houses, he said, meet as judges. 
Conkling said the resolution accomplished 
nothing. 
Morgan intimated that the Republicans 
opposed the resolution from a desire to have 
the Vice-President control the count indi­ 
rectly. 
Conkling humorously assured Morgan and 
Thurman (who were making side remarks) that 
their prospects for the Presidency was a dis­ 
solving view. 
He said that the President 
woul l be elected by the people next time, 
and therefore be looked upon this legislation 
with much greater pleasure than he otherwise 
would. 
Morgan said that four years ago guns were 
said to have been put in position to bear upon 
this Capitol to coutrol the counting of the 
electoral vote. 
Conkling said he had never heard that, and 
declared that it was vapory talk. This reso­ 
lution was merely a temporary expedient. 
Ha expressed the hope that Thmman would 
be the Democratic candldatj for President. 
The count contemplated by this measure 
w&3 to be made by these two houses, both 
Democratic, but the movers were aware that 
the next houses might be both Republican, 
and were resolved only to make sure of the 
present opportunity as a temporary thing. 
It should be a law, and not a joint rule, 
which should regulate this question. 
Morgan said the late Senator O. P. Mor­ 
ton favored this rule, and had [imposed it as a 
law ; but, instead, the two houses bad adopted 
the twenty-second joint rule, and had three 
counts under it, and they abn gated the rule 
when they saw one house would be Demo­ 
cratic. He affirmed that the Republicans 
were determined to quarrel with any rule 
whatever. The Democrats had done their 
duty, and would submit it to the approval of 
the people. He alluded to the threat of 
Conkling that New York (which, he said, 
went aud came like a locomotive at the bid­ 
ding of her master, Conkling) would cast her 
vote in the usual way, and said New York 
was dreaded all over this land. 
No decision was reached. 
M. E. C onference— E x citin g Session. 
C in cin n ati, May 22J.—There was a very 
exciting session of the M. E. Conference to­ 
day. Dr. Evans of Colorado moved as a sub­ 
stitute for the majority report his minority 
report on the Book Concern, which recom­ 
mended a consolidation of the two Southern 
papers. 
Dr. Kynett of Iowa moved to table the 
minority report. 
Gillett, layman, from Illinois moved to 
vote by separate orders, and was sustained 
after the greatest confusion and many points 
of order. 
The ministerial vote resulted in favor of 
tabling Dr. Evans’ report—131 to 95. 
The lay delegates opposed tabling—60 to 39. 
The orders not concurring the report was 
not tabled, and the Conference adjourned.

The cargo 
and hull were both insured.

HOW TO SEE YOSIMITE. 
The large Boston exenrsiou party, which 
comprises about one hundred and fifty 
members, now in Southern California, was 
the advance guard of Eastern visitors to 
the Pacific coast this year. The terrors of 
the overland journey have been dissipated 
by the accouuts of trustworthy travelers. 
The seven-days ride in palace cars has been 
shown to lie far less trying to nervous peo­ 
ple than a humdrum sea-voyage, the mo­ 
notony of which is only broken by the un­ 
speakable ills of sea-sickness. Americans, 
to their credit be it said, have a great de­ 
sire to see all parts of their country. The 
Eastern States have lieen worn threadbare; 
the St. Lawrence trip lost al) its old nov­ 
elty ; the South is not attractive just at 
the time when tourists are most anxious 
to travel. There remains nothing except 
W estern attractions, and of ail these Cali­ 
fornia will always take the lead. 
An air 
of romance hangs over the Pacific coast 
which no amount of familiarity has ever 
been able to dissipate. Radically distinct 
as it is in so many ways from the East, a 
visit to it is something like an excursion 
into a foreign country. 
From all reports, this season ought to 
witness a great increase in the number of 
Eastern tourists. W e can always count 
on the traveling Englishman, for lie regards 
as a failure a visit to this country which 
does not include what he facetiously terinB 
“ a run across the continent.” But for 
several years the hard times at the East 
have put a damper on long vacation jour­ 
neys. It has been the aim of every one 
to take his summer recreation in the most 
economical way. This year revival of 
business unlooses all purse-strings, and the 
season just opened promises to see an un­ 
usual amount of travel from the East to 
this coast. It is also a hopeful sign that 
the tourisfs are not waiting until the plains 
are parched with July drought before set­ 
ting their faces westward. 
Of course, to the tourist, Yosemite is the 
chief attraction in the State. It over­ 
shadows everything else in California, rich 
as the State is in natural wonders. The gen­ 
eral verdict is that it is better worth see­ 
ing than anything else in this country, and 
the public is coming to believe this in 
spite of its skepticism about places that 
have been over-advertised. To visit the 
famous valley was once regarded as a 
great feat, but the railroads have changed 
all that. The long ride on mule back over 
thorny trails are things of the past. Timid 
people even now sigh at the prospect of 
the stage ride, but the fatigues of this 
part are largely due to the vivid imagina­ 
tion of correspondents. Innumerable lies 
have been told about the valley both by its 
friends and enemies, so that it is difficult 
for one who has not visited Yosemite to 
form any clear idea of the trip. Rival 
ticket agents puzzle the uninitiated by their 
efforts to secure patronage for their roads, 
and they do stretch the truth until it will 
bear no further tension. Then the humor­ 
ous man comes in with his burlesque on 
the extortions of guides, hotel keepers and 
other denizens of the valley. Like Niagara 
Falls, Yosemite has been greatly libeled by 
this fraternity, most of whom do their 
traveling on deadhead passes and at special 
hotel rates. They expect city accommoda­ 
tions in the forest, and rail at the whole 
place because they are charged more for 
boot-blacking than they would pay on 
Broadway or Montgomery street. 
On such people any hints for practical 
sight-seeing are thrown away. They know 
not how to travel, and they get no satis­ 
faction from fine scenery or novel aspects 
of nature. The average tourist, happily, 
differs entirely from thi3 chronic nuisance. 
For such, a few notes about Yosemite may 
be found useful. The best months to see 
the valley are May and June; then the 
volume of water in the falls is large aud the 
Yosemite itself can only be seen in its true 
majesty. July and August are charming 
months for climate, but the falls are then 
shrunken and the trails are dusty. The 
earlj7 autumn, save for the one feature of 
the waterfalls, is as attractive as spring. 
Tourists who wish to enjoy themselves 
should carry as little luggage as possible, 
and should dress in clothes which will 
bear a liberal coating of dust. Gray tweed 
for men and brown iineu wrappers for la­ 
dies form the most serviceable wear. A t 
any time later than May 15th, clothes of 
medium weight, with heavy wraps, will be 
found most comfortable. During July, 
August and September, the climate in the 
valley is almost exactly like that of the 
mountain country at the East—like the 
Adirondacks, the W hite Hills or the St. 
Lawrence region. 
Hotel rates in the valley will be found 
very reasonable and the accommodations 
unusually good. Prices range from $2 50 
to §3 50 per day. The tables are excel­ 
lent, aud if the slecping-rooms are some­ 
what primitive, one may excuse the lack 
of city surroundings when he reflects that 
every article has to be hauled over one 
hundred miles of rough mountain roads. 
The tolls to the various trails about the 
valley are not excessive. The owners of 
these trails have dug them at much ex­ 
pense, and their charges are only a fair 
remuneration for their outlay. A check to 
all extortion, is found in a Guardian ol 
the Valley, whose duty it is to receive and 
investigate all complaints against guides or 
toll-takers. 
The trip to the valley may be made to 
suit the purse of the tourist. W ith the 
help of the saddle-horse keeper, who will 
always meet him half way, he can make it 
very expensive. But with proper economy 
a man may spend a week in the valley for 
§100, includiog fare from this city and re­ 
turn. This will include very little horse 
hire, as an active pedestrian may tramp 
over all the trails with no great amount of 
fatigue or discomfort. Saddle-horse hire 
averages from §4 50 to §5 per day. The 
horses and mules are admirably trained, 
and the most timid lady may trust to their 
sure-footedness on any trail. Gnide hire 
is $5 a day. W hen shared by a large party 
this makes a mere nominal sum for each, 
but small parties will find it a grievous tax. 
In the hight of the season parties are made 
up at the hotels for all the chief points, and 
the hearty good-fellowship that prevails in 
the valley allows any one to join in these 
excursions. Yosemite tourists have always 
been noted for their absence of convention­ 
ality. The majority believe in having a 
good time. The men fraternize over morn­ 
ing cocktails, and the ladies don’t wait for 
formal introduction to exchange among one 
another their impressions of this delightful 
place. The woman who preserves an icy 
exclusiveness and ventures not beyond the 
pale of her set or party is the exception, 
and not the rule. In brief, residents and 
visitors seem to meet on the common 
ground of pleasure, and they generally 
succeed in having a royal time.

W ash in g to n , May 23d.— The prospect* 
for an adjournment of Congress by the 31st 
instant have not increased during the past 
week, but rather diminished. The sundry 
civil or “ omnibus ” appropriation bill, which 
has just been reported from the committee, 
usually consumes five or six days in getting 
through the House of Representatives, and 
with the utmost expedition is not likely to 
reach the Senate before the latter part of 
this week. The general deficiency bill will 
then remain to be considered by the House, 
and of course subsequently by the Senate, 
and the House has also to vote upon 
the Senate amendments to the I’ost- 
office and the legislative 
appropriation 
bills. Both of these important measures 
contain subjects of controversy which cannot 
be adjusted without more or less delay—espe­ 
cially the star-route clanse of the former. 
That will undoubtedly give rise to further 
discussion in the House as the river and har­ 
bor appropriation bill has not yet received 
more than a merely preliminary considera­ 
tion in the Senate Committee on Commerce, 
and eveu if any appropriation bills were 
now ready for ae.iort by the Senate, 
that body is already engaged in discuss­ 
ing the electoral-count question, and still 
has the Kellogg case to dispose of, with 
a strong disposition to get both of 
these troublesome matters out of the way be­ 
fore considering any other business. At all 
events, however, it seems to be very improb­ 
able that the Seriate will consent practically 
to abdicate its right of independent consider­ 
ation of the remaining appropriation bills by 
rushing them through in the two or three 
days which alone will intervene between the 
time they will reach that body and the date 
proposed by the House resolution for ad­ 
journment. 
Senator Farley is actively endeavoring to 
obtain the insertion by the Senate Commerce 
Committee of an appropriation in the river 
and harbor bill for Wilmington. The House 
committee purposely omitted making any 
provision for the completion of the Wilming­ 
ton improvements, but Farley is hopeful of 
having tbe omission supplied in the Senate.

The Sena­ 
tor’s answer to the queries are found in his 
reply, which follows: 
United Statss Senatk, 
) 
W’ssuinuton, May 14th. f 
My Dear Sir : I have had the pleasure of receiving 
your letter of the fith inst. As a constituent, a 
fricud and an honored citizen of Illinois, you have a 
perfect right to act for nty views on public questions, 
and I have no hesitation in expressuigthem,taken the 
inquiries in order. 
1. lhe Present Peace ill the Union : Permanent 
prosperity and fraternal fellowship are only to be 
attained by silencing sectional strife. A faithful 
adherence to the Constitution and all its amend­ 
ments, a strict observance uf the laws in confo ntity 
therew ith,lid equal rights and equal protection lor 
every citizen in every part of the Republic, will soon 
end the discords that have too long vexed the, 
countiy and injured its material welfare. People 
are weary of the agitation and want peace. 
•2. Centralization: The Constitution wi-ely defines 
the respective limits of the Federal and State Gov­ 
ernments under a happy and harmonious system, 
wherein each is independent in its own appropriate 
sphere, and both operate concurrently ior the in­ 
tegrity and st ihility of the Union Any encroach- 
mentón the distinctive domain of the other neces­ 
sarily dislocates the machinery uf the Const tution 
and endangers the whole body p litio. In fact, 
every departure from the great charter of liberty 
aud law is attended with peril. The demand made 
by the adhcretua of one of the great parties for a 
strong government means substantially a central­ 
ized government, destructive of home rule in States, 
and tbe very reverse of what Mr. Lincoln well de­ 
scribed as a government of the people, by the |>eo. 
pie and for the iteople. Carried to its logical con­ 
clusions, such change would finally overthrow the 
Republic. 
3. The Third Term : An innovation upon the 
»v clified traditions of the P.esidency first estab­ 
lished by the example of Washingfo •, is urgently 
demanded by a p -werful interest in the Repu lican 
party. If the limitation uf two terms, heretofore 
universally accepted, be dea royed, the w.ty to self- 
perpetuating the Presidency will be opened by the 
use aud abuse of the enormous public patronage. 
Break down this barrier and an end uf the exp. ri- 
ment of a republican government looms up darkly 
as the cost of a fatal concession. 
4. Great Corpo ations : The rapid growth of cor­ 
porate power, and the malign influence which it 
exerts by combinations on National and btale Legis­ 
lature» is a well-gruuuded rase of alarm. A struggle 
is impending iu the near future between this over­ 
grown power, with its v ast ramifications all over the 
Union, and a hard grip on much of the political 
machinery on the oue hand, and the people in au 
unorganized condition on the other, for the control 
of the Government. It wilt be watched by every 
patriot with intense anxiety. 
5. Civil Service : Neither the laws nor the com­ 
missions created under them will effectually remove 
the many and glanug abuses ol the civil service. 
The former have been constantly evaded, and the 
latter are powerless for good. An honest Exec­ 
utive, bent on real and not simi ated reform, haa 
abundant authority to make it effective everywhere 
if he has i he capacity to see his duty and the cour­ 
age to perform it. 
6. Subsidies: 
Experience has demonstrated that 
subsidies in any form are sources of corruption, and 
ought to be forbidden. Private enterprises that de­ 
pend for success upon legislation procured by veual 
agencies do not deserve public favor. 
6. Public Lands.—More than 1150,000,000, prin­ 
cipal and interest, have been voted by Congress to 
railroad corporations. The remaining lands should 
be sacredly reserved for the cultivators of the soil, 
so that the laboringman shall have a chance to im­ 
prove bis condition and open a future for his chil­ 
dren away from the seductions of great cities. 
7 Revision of Tariffs : A tariff practically means 
taxation, and all taxation not equitably adjusted is 
excessive. 
While the question of an oppressive 
public debt, the pensions earned with the blood of 
soldiers and saiiors who fought for the Union, and 
the regular expenses of carrying on the Govern­ 
ment are to he met, duties on imports must con­ 
tinue to furnish one of the sources of revenue. So 
long as those duties a- e levied manufacturers will 
be benefited according to the degree in which the 
levies are made. The existing tarjff is regarded as 
a contused mats of incongruities and monopolies, 
created by special legislation, and open to constant 
fraud on the revenues. It taxes the consumer 


of the workingmen with gross injustice, because 
the poor pretense of revenue does not exist to cover 
the wrongs. A revision, therefore, which shall be 
at onoe searching and fair is demanded and should 
be promptly and efficiently made. 
8. The Public Debt: The debt of the United 
States in round numbers is $2,(KK},n00,00O, deducting 
the hoarded .oin in the Treasury. The interest 
upon it last y ar was over $100,000,000. These are 
appalling figures. T he rapid extinction of this debt 
is to be desired, first, because it diminishes the pres­ 
ent burden, and for the additional reason that one 
effect of a personal national debt is to create a pre­ 
ferred c’sss to live on incomes and free from taxes 
under our laws, having the protection of the Gov­ 
ernment at hume anil abroad. They would ouu- 
tnbute nothing to i s support. 
9 Economy: It is practicable, bv eo-oper tion 
between the Ex eutive and Cong, ess, to reduce the 
puh ic expenditure many millions annually without 
impairing the efficiency of lbs public service. Re­ 


trenchment is needed for a reduction of taxes, but 
it is also i e ded because properly administered it 
would become a potent fui tor in reforming the civil 
service. 
10. Elections : The hallot-hux should be the safe- 
guird of the Republic, for it is intended to expnss 
toe fr-e will of a free la ople. Therci. re, elections 
ou_ ht ic he ex, mpt from the I resence oi the cry, 
enssingforce,’ ai d lohefrecfrom the coutamina 
ti. n of corrupt Returning Boards. No party Ue- 
Ki rve» confidence that seeks asccndenev bv striking 
dawn honest suffrages, either by the use of troops, 
or I y ra»!, or by iniinail. i on. 
It wou>d not be proper fur ais to express any 
0| iuion upon 'he measures pending or proposed iu 
Congress Uy voles will speak for themselves at 
tbe biting time. Having tin g freely at swered your

SPORTING 
FRAUDS. 


It is stated witk much po9ÍttTeaes9 that 
the late abortive boat-race between Court­ 
ney aud Haalan was sold by the former, 
and certaiuly the facta appear to w arrant 
th at inference. 
If this were an isolated 
case of the kind it might not justify any 
disparaging generalisation, but it is by no 
mean9 
a solitary 
instance. 
The in­ 
crease of fraud in sporting events of all 
kinds appears to have boen proceeding 
steadily of late years, aud when we con­ 
sider that this has been coincident w ith the 
increase of fraud in politics and commerce, 
perhaps we ought to look upon it as merely 
the natural adaptation of ail things to 
their environment. 
Hut however 
the 
grow th of fraud in sporting m atters may 
be accounted for. it seems inevitable that 
it must, if continued, gradually extinguish 
all general interest in the class of events 
referred to. 
The prize-ring wa3 some years 
ago practically banished from England by 
the advent of corruption, and the same 
result must be reached in this country 
in connection not only with pugilism, 
but 
with 
sports 
and 
games 
and 
trials of skill of all kinds, unless some 
serious effort is made to reform the man­ 
agement of these affairs. 
Seeing how 
largely sporting has become a mere excuse 
for gambling, perhaps it would not do 
much harm to public morals if it should 
fall generally into disrepute. 
But the de­ 
sirability <.f sustaining and cuoouraging 
athletic and health-giving exercises is too 
obvious to l>c questioned, and it would cer­ 
tainly be a misfortune if such exercises 
were abandoned because of the dishonesty 
•f some persons who have.undertaken to 
make their living by them. 
I t is, of 
course, mainly in the trials of skill or en­ 
durance that the public are interested. 
L et them 
once become persuaded that 
there is to be no genuine trial of the kind, 
and they will drop the whole business, in­ 
cluding horse-racing, and leave it to the 
professional “ sports,” who will then dis­ 
cover that they have killed the gooso that 
laid the golden eggs.

THE ILLINOIS 
CONTESTANTS. 


Perhaps it waa natural th at the Hon. 
Horace Davis, in addressing an audience of 
Pennsylvania Protectionists, should hare 
been tem pted to put himself en rapport 
with his entertainers on fiscal subjects, but 
we are nevertheless obliged to point out 
chat he has made a mistake in expressing a 
hope or belief th at California will accept 
the erroneous and mischievous economic 
doctrines which find favor in Philadelphia. 
Mr. Davis Í3 reported as expressing the 
opinion th at this State is about to enter 
upon her third stage of development, which 
will take 
the form 
of 
manufactures. 
“ And this,” the reporter makes him say, 
“ has led Californians to reconsider their 
“ views apon the subject of protection, 
“ and it may be set down w ith reasonable 
“ certainty th at the Californian voice will 
“ hereafter be in favor of a policy of pro- 
“ tectiun." 
W e hope not, nor do we un­ 
derstand w hat Mr. Davis means by saying 
th at the people of this State have recon­ 
sidered their views on the subject of pro­ 
tection. 
If any indications of this charac­ 
ter have appeared, they have certainly 
escaped our attention, and we trust that 
the economic views of intelligent Califor­ 
nians are too firmly grounded in reason 
and experience to be liable to such a 
capricious 
change 
as 
our 
representa­ 
tive 
suggests. 
Protection is an ob­ 
jectionable 
policy 
because 
it involves 
the imposition of burdensome taxes upon 
the community for the purpose of bolster­ 
ing up industries which are •''capable of 
maintaining themselves. 
If California is 
in such a condition at present th at she 
cannot have manufactures w ithout Protec­ 
tion, this fact is a sufficient proof th at the 
time for the introduction of manufactures 
has not yet arrived, and th at therefore it 
would be a mistake to try to force the 
change. 
The natural growth of industry 
and production is the only safe and desirable 
kind of growth. 
Protection seeks to create 
artificial markets for wares the production 
of which is not required, because they can 
be had more cheaply elsewhere. 
The 
methods pursued in creating this artificial 
m arket are, moreover, immoral and unjust. 
The right of the consumer to buy in the 
cheapest m arket is one of those self-evident 
propositions which nothing but stupidity on 
the one hand, and unscrupulous greed on 
the other, could ever have obscured. 
Pro­ 
tection robs the many for the benefit of the 
few. Its imposts are as naked confiscations 
as the forceful deprivations of the highway 
robber. Instead of fostering the industries 
of a couutry it fetters them. 
By turning 
capital aside from natural and therefore 
legitimate investments, and by concentrat­ 
ing it in artificially supported manufact­ 
ures, it checks healthy development, and at 
the same time builds up a greal body of 
subsidy-seeking paupers whose interests are 
totally opposed to those of the people, and 
who are continually striving to extend 
the area of industrial paralysis, and to 
draw larger forced contributions from the 
helpless consumer. 
I t is a perfectly safe 
maxim th at no business or industry which 
cannot live on its own m erits ought to 
live. 
If manufactures will not flourish 
here 
w ithout propping, 
it is because 
capital finds more profitable investm ent in 
other directions. 
Freedom of trade and 
of production ought to be the demand of 
this as of every progressive community, 
for any other demand is a confession of 
weakness 
which 
freemen 
should 
be 
ashamed to make. 


It appears to be certain that the Illinois 
delegations to the State Convention which 
were so arbitrarily deprived of representa­ 
tion by the G rant faction at Springfield last 
week, will appear at Chicago as contest­ 
ants, and will dispute the right of the Illi­ 
nois Grant delegation to be admitted. The 
result of such a contest will depend largely 
upon the organisation of the Chicago Con­ 
vention. 
If the organisation is captured 
by the Grant men uo doubt the Illinois del­ 
egates will be admitted. 
But it will evi­ 
dently be the interest of all the other can­ 
didates to resist their admissi.n, since 
w ithont them all hope of nominating Grant 
on the first ballot must be abandoned, and 
it is almost certain that if he is not nom­ 
inated on the first ballot he cannot be nom­ 
inated at all. 
Thus the chief interest of 
th e struggle will center in the Illinois del­ 
egation, and it is apparent that a formida­ 
ble effort will be made to counteract the 
nsurpation perpetrated by Logan. 
The 
card of 
Hon. C. B. Farwell in 
this 
connection is specially significant. 
He 
therein dealares that 
“ The anti-Grant 
“ districts have elected delegates and will 
“ present them a t Chicago, 
Logan and 
“ Garcelon stand as the political burglars 
“ of the time, and Logan’s crime against 
“ liberty will, in the end, bring him no 
“ more spoil than was won by Garcelon.” 
These expressions show not only that de­ 
term ined action is to be taken, but that 
th e anti-G rant men in Illinois are deeply 
exasperated, and resolved to pnsh the 
quarrel to the bitter end. There has never 
been so much angry feeling between the 
contending parties as at present, and this 
feeling is growing so rapidly that we shall 
cot be surprised if it results in a split in 
th e Convention. 
There can be no doubt 
th a t the least attem pt to cczen the anti­ 
G rant delegates to that body out of their 
rights, and to procuro the nomination of 
G rant by arbitrary and unfair tactics, will 
produce a resistance of the most pro­ 
nounced character. 
In fact, all the dele­ 
gates are approaching the scene of their 
labors in a more or less excited frame of 
mind, and it will require consummate tact 
and a very conspicuous disposition towards 
fair play to avert trouble. 


Nor is it possible th at Protection can 
protect manufactures in California, for 
our most formidable rivals must always be 
in the Eastern States, and against their 
competition there can be no help. 
As re­ 
gards the manufacture of wine, Mr. Davis 
ought to perceive th at it is an industry 
least of all in need of such bolstering. 
For if Californians make good wine, it is 
sure to find a m arket, while if theydo not 
make good wine, no amount of protection 
will induce people to drink it. 
The wine 
manufacture of this State has gone on in­ 
creasing thus far without extraneous as­ 
sistance, and we have no doubt that it can 
hold its own hereafter. 
But if it cannot 
hold its own, the fact m ust be taken as 
evidence th at the investment of capital in 
that direction is a mistake, and in such a 
case it ought to be abandoned, instead of 


b e iD g sustained by plundering the people. 
The 
essential 
fallacy 
of 
Protection 
is the idea th at 
niture can 
be cir­ 
cumvented 
by 
governmental 
regu­ 
lations. 
I t 
is 
of 
course 
possible 
to build up manufactures anywhere by a 
sufficiently unscrupulous resort to this 
method, 
but it is not possible to do 
this without incurring an enormous wrong 
aud an enormous waste. 
The money 
which is taken from the American people 
to support pretended industries would, if 
our fiscal policy was reformed, find its way 
into natural channels which would produce 
twice as muob, aud th at without wronging 
anyone. 
Protection is at once the most 
oostly, unjust, irrational and roundabout 
method of building up manufactures that 
the mind of m in has invented. 
I t is 
worthy to be classed with the Chinese 
method of 
cookiDg pork described by 
d iaries Lamb, according to which it was 
held necessary to burn down a house in 
order to roast a pig. 
And in the present 
case the absurdity of the demand for Pro­ 
tection is enhanced by the consideration 
that so long as importations front the East 
are free, the most damaging competition can 
by no means be escaped. 
W e should rejoice 
to see an era of manufacturing dawn on 
this coast, but we would rather it should 
be postponed half a century than have 
it inaugurated under a system of Protec­ 
tion. 
W e hope th at with the spread of 
knowledge among our people the follies 
aud fallacies of Protection will be more 
and more clearly perceived, and th at the 
voice of California will be heard in the 
interests of Free Trade, more clearly and 
loudly as she advances on her destined 
coarse. 
For th at policy aloDe is suited to 
her real wants, and under that policy alone 
can she hope to develop all her resources, 
and secure her rightfnl share of the popu­ 
lation, commerce and wealth of the world. 


A 
CHARACTERISTIC 
SOMERSAULT. 


The New York Herald has just achieved 
one of those characteristic somersaults for 
which it is notorious, aud its tendency to 
which so fully explains its utter lack of in­ 
fluence upon public opinion. 
After having 
fought the third-term movement in the 
most persistent and laborious way, after 
having opposed the renomination of G rant 
from every conceivable standpoint, after 
having put forward a half dozen candidates 
of its own, each and all of whom it sol­ 
emnly declared to be the best men avail­ 
able, it is so demoralized by Logan's cap­ 
ture of the Illinois Convention th at it 
throws itself head over heels, and with a 
ludicrous assumption of seriousness an­ 
nounces the next m orning] th at G rant is 
“ the only fit candidate” for the Presidency. 
W hat makes this sudden and unprincipled 
“ flop ” even more astonishing than it 
would otherwise be, is the fact th at it is so 
utterly unnecessary. 
The New York Her- 
aid is read by hundreds of thousands for 


its news, but nobody reads it for its opin­ 
ions. 
It now G rant should be nominated, 
it would support him after its usual fash­ 
ion, but whether it supporttd or oppoeed 
him would make no difference to its read­ 
ers, for they are not guided or influenced 
by its political expressions at all. 
Of 
course no paper that habitually pursues 
such a policy can hope to wield any influ­ 
ence over public opinion, and perhaps the 
Herald does not desire to do so. 
But at 
least it would be as easy and as advan­ 
tageous to maintain some semblance of con­ 
sistency, for at present its want of tru st­ 
worthiness ami stability deprives its edito­ 
rial columns of all interest and signifi­ 
cance.

A t the request of counsel for the people 
in the appeal case of L. J. Gannon before 
the Superior Court, Departm ent No. 11, 
Judge Freelon yesterday granted a con­ 
tinuance of two weeks. 
The U nited States ship Pensacola is al­ 
most ready for sea, and will come down 
from Mare Island on Monday next. 
Some 
time during next week ale will sail for 
Alaska, and will cruise about th at coast 
during the season. 
The ship Mariposa is a t Val'ejo-street 
wharf, all ready to discharge. 
This vessel 
is the only American iron ship afloat. The 
pumps have never been rigged since she 
left this port, over a year ago. 
She has on 
board at present 2,200 tons of general mer­ 
chandise from New York. 
The second floor of the eastern half of 
the building corner of Stockton and O’Far- 
rell streets aud one of the stores fronting 
on Stockton street have been leased for 
the use of the Supreme Court. 
The store 
will be used as the Clerk’s office. 
The 
floor above coutaius eleven large rooms, 
which will be remodeled to suit the con­ 
venience of the Court. 
NapoleonL. Broughton, familiarly known 
throughout the State as “ Nap ” Broughton, 
died at aquarterof Go’clock yesterday morn­ 
ing at his ranch in Vacaville, Solano coun­ 
ty. 
Deceased was taken ill about ten 
weeks ago with malarious fever while in a t­ 
tendance at the Legislature in Sacramento. 
He was a native of South Carolina, and 
left there for this State in 1849. 
To-day Joseph M. Crawford, Consulting 
Engineer, K aitaten Shi, Japan, left, accom­ 
panied by some of his former associates 
on the Texas Pacific Railroad corps of en­ 
gineers, for Yokohama via the steamship 
Gaelic. 
The Japanese Government is now 
engaged in building a railroad extending 
from the harbor of Otaru, situated upon 
the west coast of the Island of Yesso, 
about 200 miles north of Hakodate, via 
Sapporo, which 
is the Capital of the 
northern island of Japan, to the Poronai 
bituminous coal-fields m the interior. The 
total length of the line when completed 
wiU be 54 miles. 
The revenue cutter Thomas Corwin 
sailed on her relief voyage to the Arctic 
ocean yesterday afternoon. 
A short time 
before the hour she was announced to 
start, a reporter» went aboard of the steamer. 
Her decks were found to be completely- 
covered w ith coal in sacks, interspersed 
with sacks of potatoes and a few casks of 
pork. 
The cabins and state-rooms of the 
officers were filled with baggage and pack­ 
ages, many ot which were destined for the 
officers of the Jeannette, forwarded by 
friends, who hope th at the Corwin may 
fall Id with her. 
Every locker and vacant 
space below were packed full of provisions 
and supplies for the voyage. 
There was 
nearly a ton of reading-matter and pres­ 
ents on board, intended for the crews of 
whalers and the Jeannette. 
The rooms 
ordinarily used by the cook, carpenter and 
boatswain were fnll of extra sails and 
rope ; in fact, there was hardly room for 
the crew to get about, so much bad the 
space been economized. 
On deck forward 
lay the iron plates and covering for the 
stem, which is to be pu t over the bow and 
used as an ice-breaker when the vessel gets 
among th e floating ice.

Some of the men observed 
that as the cars passed through the tunnel the 
speed of the engine was increased, and it be­ 
ing down grade, just as the curve in the road 
was reached the firat car jumped the track to 
the left and the second to the right, the third 
car remaining on the track. The people on the 
first two cars were 
THROWN INTO A HEAP 
Inside toward the bank in a confused mass, 
men, women and children, the cars passing 
over those who were nearest to and lying by 
the track. 
Those on the third car were un­ 
injured, merely being knocked off their feet. 
Those not hurt immediately set to work to 
assist the wounded and look after the dying 
and dead. Word was immediately sent to 
this place and Felton for assistance, which 
was promptly rendered. 
A gloom of sadness 
to-night is cast over our city. 
Every hotel is 
being turned into a hospital to receive the 
wounded, which will number upwards of 
forty. Already thirteen are reported dead, 
and others will die before morning. 
A num­ 
ber of San Francisco people were on the 
train at the time of the accident. 
It will be 
impossible to give the full list of the wounded 
to-night, as they are being cared for by all 
parties, and are spread over various parts of 
the town, Sorfie of the dead have not been 
identified. 
The physicians are heroically 
working to relieve the sufferings of the 
-vounded, and are ably assisted by the Sisters 
of Charity. 
No services are being held at 
the churches, such is the feeling of sadness.

A n other A ccou n t. 
San Jo s e , May 24th—a. m.—A frightful 
accident occurred about 4 o’clock this after­ 
noon on the Felton and Santa Cruz Division 
of the South Pacific Coast Railroad. The 
accident occurred about two and a half miles 
south of Felton, while the regular train was 
running between Felton, Big Tree Grove and 
Santa Cruz. Itissaidanum berof excursionists 
who were picnicking at the grove concluded 
to ride over to Santa Cruz. 
The train con­ 
sisted of an engine end three flat cars, and it 
started with abont 150 passengers. Almost 
opposite the powder mill the forward flat car 
jumped the track, the others following over 
into the ditch and into an embankment—in­ 
stantly wrecking the train with the above 
result. The wounded and dead were taken to 
Santa Cruz. 
The train from Santa Cruz arrived here at 
midnight, en route for San Francisco, bear­ 
ing two dead bodies and a large number who 
had received miscellaneous injuries. 
The latest report gives the list of killed at 
fifteen. The report for a time created some 
excitement here, as it was believed there 
were several San Joseans on board, but none 
have yet been reported as injured. The cause 
of the accident has not been announced. 
L a t e r .—From a man named Henry Pfifer, 
of San Francisco, who was on the train when 
it ran off, it is learned that the train was go­ 
ing at a very lively rate when the first car 
Í left the track. 
I t had been running slowly 
1 through the tunnel, and emerging therefrom 
additional steam was given the engine, and a 
i few minutes later the accident occurred. The 


engine dragged the cars about forty yards af­ 
ter they left the track.

Von Bodenstedt, the distinguished Ger­ 
man poet, traveler and scholar, by invitation 
of a num ber of G trm an citizens, lectured at 
T urner H all last night. 
There was in at­ 
tendance a very large and excellent audience. 
The stage, in honor of the lecturer, who is 
held in high esteem by his countrym en here, 
had been by them profusely decorated with 
potted shrubs, evergreens, palms, bouquets, 
and a large and elegant basket of choicest 
flowers. 
A t the conclusion 
of the lec­ 
ture, 
also, 
a num ber 
i f 
ladies 
came 
forward and presented the speaker with 
choice bouquets, and one young lady draped 
in pure white presented him w ith a laurel 
wreath, knotted with white silk. 
The lec­ 
turer was received by a select committee aud 
escorted to the rostrum , when he was intro­ 
duced to the audience by C. F. Klink, the 
Chairm an of the evening. 
Bodenstedt was 
received with loud applause, and bowed his 
acknowledgment of the tribute. He is a man 
about 62 
years of 
age, tall, well 
pre­ 
served, w ith a massive head aud a kindly 
and smiling countenance, which is at once 
engaging. 
lie speaks slowly, distinctly, and 
in a conversational style w holly, without any 
effort a t elocutionary effect. 
H e kept the 
attention of his audience perfectly for ail 
h ur and tw enty minutes, the interest iu his 
discourse not flagging for an instant. 
His 
subject w a s ‘‘T he Caucasus.” 
Iu the course 
of his travels about the world B ideustedt 
spent 
lietween two and 
three years iu 
the 
Caucasus 
mountain 
ranges, 
and 
on both 
slopes, 
studying 
the 
dialect 
of the 
people, 
their 
habits, 
literature, 
political system, legends anil domestic econ­ 
omy, and the climate, the products of the 
soil,i the industries of the tribes and their 
relation to the turrounding governments. He 
declared th a t these things grew upon him, 
and intending a much briefer stay among 
these people, lie found so much to interest 
him, and was so led on from one study to 
another by the developing interest, th at even 
at the end of two vears he was loth to leave 
them. 
Of the Georgians he spoke more 
fully, and declared them to be, physic­ 
ally, 
the 
finest 
people 
it 
had 
been 
his 
fortune 
to 
meet. 
Of 
the _ hold 
of the local religion upon the inhabitants 
of the Caucasus he spoke a t length, and pre­ 
sented the picture of a people who are held 
to a high moral code, are simple, honest and 
piure in life, and live in obedience to a re­ 
ligion which is not prostituted by the priest­ 
hood ; a ¡leople advised and controlled by a 
priesthood which does not impose upon, op­ 
press or “ ride ” them . 
He spoke also at 
length of the remarkable climate of the Cau­ 
casus, which is so unlike th at of any other 
section 
of 
the 
globe 
as 
to 
find 
no 
parallel, 
or 
any 
which 
may he 
com­ 
pared 
as 
approaching 
it. 
A t 
the 
altitude of 8,000 feet upon these s opes he 
found a climate and a fertile soil where the 
vine and all cereal growth bore in abundance 
and the softest air prevailed. 
Agaiu in the 
deep passes or on elevated terraces or the 
round-topped m ountains he found almost 
every variety of climate, ranging from in­ 
tense heat to the reign of eternal cold beneath 
the crown of perpetual snows. 
Of the political situation of the people he 
also spoke, the loss of their nationality, 
their distribution 
into tribes, their^ loss 
of 
power 
and 
their 
semi-submission 
to the potentates of the far East. 
Y et they 
are a brave, unconquerable and hospitable 
people, who know no fear. 
H e dwelt a t some length also upon Arme­ 
nia, where he was a num ber of years a 
university teacher, and enlarged upon the 
social, political and industrial condition of 
th at people. 
He read, in conclusion, several 
poems 
based upon the legends and ro­ 
mances of the Caucasus. 
A t the con­ 
clusion 
of

lecture a 
num ber 
of 
citizens escorted the speaker to the Arcade 
H otel, where he received m any visitors. 
A l­ 
though hut about two months in America, he 
speaks English with remarkable fluency, hav­ 
ing made th at with other languages the study 
of years. 
H e was a companion of I)e 
Tocqueville and the men of his day, ami was 
in France studying th at country and its in­ 
stitutions for a long period just preceding the 
coup d’etat of Napoleon IÍL , and has been 
the friend and associate of many of the lead­ 
ing scholars and authors of Europe.

is now 
en 
route 
to Germany, 
where he is due Ju ly 1st, to be pres­ 
ent 
at 
the 
issue of 
works 
from bi-­ 
pen, but is to return later to America and 
make a lengthened stay. 
In response to in­ 
quiries concerning his travels and his literary 
works, he was as reticent and modest as was 
possible under the pres-ing inquiries of his 
ardent admirers. 
A t 11 o’clock last night 
the Orpheus Club serenaded Bodensted’, and 
he appeared upon the balcony of the hotel 
and acknowledged in a few simple words his 
appreciation of the kindly compliment.
